The  choir 
and  orchestra  will  be  assisted  in 
the  work  by  soloists  Wendell  S. 
Noble,  baritone,  and  Ewan  Har- 
brecht,  soprano;  and  the  BYU 
Madrigal  Singers.  Organists  will 
be  Alexander  Schreiner  and . 
Frank  W.  Asper.  Lawrence 
Sardoni,  BYU  Symphony  conduc- 
tor, and  J.  Spencer  Cornwall, 
Tabernacle  Choir  director,  will 
share  conducting  honors  for  both 
performances. 

Provo  Performance 

The  Provo  performance  is  set 
for  8:15  p.m.  in  the  George  Al- 
bert Smith  Fieldhouse. 

The  “Requiem”  was  first  per- 
formed in  Bremen,  Germany,  on 
Good  Friday  in  1868,  and  has 
been  one  of  the  most  popular 
Easter  presentations  ever  since. 
Rather  than  a mass  for  the  dead, 
it  is  an  ode  to  the  departed,  con- 
sisting of  Bible  texts  which  as- 
sure a life  hereafter.  Its  spirit  is 
essentially  one  of  peace  and  con- 
sociation. It  is  made  up  of  seven 
numbers,  two  with  baritone  solo 
and  chorus,  one  with  soprano 
solo  and  chorus,  and  four  for 
chorus  alone. 

Both  the  Symphony  Orchestra 
and  Tabernacle  Choir  are  well- 
known  performers  throughout 
the  intermountain  west.  The  Tab- 
ernacle Choir  is  also  world-re- 
nowned for  its  weekly  radio 
broadcasts  from  Temple  Square. 

Baritone  Soloist 

Mr.  Noble,  baritone  soloist  for 
the  performances,  is  a well- 
known  musician  in  California.  He 
is  director  of  the  40-volce  choir 
of  Glendale  West  Ward,  director 
. of  the  75-voice  Glendale  Stake 
Choir,  and  chairman  fo  r the 
forthcoming  Southern  California 
Music  Festival  in  which  1500 
singers  will  participate.  He  has 


done  a good  deal  of  radio  and 
television  work  in  California  and 
is  also  the  narrator  for  the  paint- 
ing, “The  Crucifixion,”  at  Forest 
Lawn  in  Glendale.

Newspapers  recently  took  an- 
other belt  in  the  breadbasket 
with  the  announcement  their 
greatest  competitive  weapons — 
retention  and  reference  — had 
been  added  to  the  arsenal  of 
their  chief  antagonist,  television. 

Almost  obscured  in  the  flurry 
of  speculation  about  color  tele- 
vision was  the  information  that 
television  programs  will  soon  be 
transcribed  on  tape  (similar  to 
radio  recording  tape)  by  an  at- 
tachment for  receiving  sets. 

While  You  Were  Out 

This  means  that  programs  can 
be  recorded  for  future  playback/ 
so  that  subject  matter  can  be 
analyzed  and  memorized.  It  also 
means  that  one  program  may  be 
recorded  while  the  viewer  is 
watching  another  channel.  By 
the  use  of  automatic  timing 
equipment,  programs  may  be  re- 
corded even  while  the  set-owner 
is  away  from  home,  the  recorder 
being  turned  on  and  off  at  the 
beginning  and  end  of  the  pro- 
gram period. 

Programs  thus  transcribed  can 
then  be  viewed  by  running  the 
tape  through  another  attachment 
which  will  reproduce  the  pro- 
gram on  the  television  set  pic- 
ture-tube. Each  television  set 
thus  becomes  a home-movie  pro- 
jector and  screen. 

“Jiffily”  following  this  an- 
nouncement came  word  that  a 
foremost  movie  personality  was 
in  the  process  of  developing  a 
tele-film  lending  library  similar 
to  “home-movie”  libraries  exist- 
ent for  many  years. 

Rental  Rates? 

This  service  will  undoubtedly 
supply  educational  and  entertain- 
ment films  to  those  supplied  by 
“home-movie”  producers.  In  ad- 
dition, it  may  transcribe  copies 
of  important  or  interesting  pro- 
grams, then  rent  them  to  indi- 
viduals who  might  have  missed 
the  original  broadcast;  or  who 
might  want  to  re-show  the  pro- 
gram. 

Possibilities,  of  course,,  are  as 
extensive  as  the  combined  re- 
sources of  all  communication 
media.  Micro-film  libraries  may 
well  be  incorporated  into  tele- 
film, enabling  vast  libraries  to 
be  brought  into  each  home — 
with  a minimum  of  space,  and 
maximum  of  ease  in  research 
and  reading. 

It  may  be  the  reader  of  the 
future  will  read  photographed 
book  pages  on  his  television 
screen — with  eye-ease  colors  em- 
ployed in  background  and  type.

Legislative  Leanings

Students  have  the  opportunity 
to  exercise  their  franchise,  today 
and  Friday.  Unfortunately,  only 
a small  number  of  students  are 
expected  to  take  advantage  of 
their  chance  to  vote  for  their  stu- 
dent government  officers. 

The  Universe  will  not  here  ex- 
hort the  studentbody  to  go  to  the 
polls.  No  more  encouragement, 
in  addition  to  the  publicity  and 
campaigning  that  has  already 
been  done,  could  probably  influ- 
ence Brigham  Young  University’s 
uninterested  (in  the  future  of 
BYU’s  student  government)  stu- 
dents. 

However,  during  the  quarter, 
students  will  have  the  opportuni- 
ty to  pass  judgment  on  at  least 
one  constitutional  amendment. 
Voting  will  be  done  in  religion 
classes  by  secret  ballot. 

Council  Approves 

Legislative  Council  passed 
unanimously  to  have  class  repre- 
sentatives to  Legislative  Council 
chosen  at  the  same  time  and  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  regular 
class  officers.  Temporary  fresh- 
man representatives  would  be 
chosen  at  orientation  and  would 
serve  until  the  regular  elections, 
at  the  end  of  November. 

All  class  representatives,  ex- 
cept the  freshman,  have  previ- 
ously been  chosen  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  school  year  by  stand- 
ing vote  during  an  assembly. 

, Acceptance  by  the  council  is 
the  first  step  in  the  difficult  pro- 
cedure for  an  amendment  to  be- 
come effective.  Later,  the  pro- 
posed amendment  will  be  pub- 
lished in  the  Universe  and  will 
be  posted  for  two  weeks  on  bulle- 
tin boards.  Then,  an  open  forum 
for  students  will  discuss  the  pro- 
posed change. 

Frosh  Prexy  Proposes 

The  amendment  proposed  by 
freshman  president,  Rex  E.  Lee, 
also  included  a method  for  elect- 
ing temporary  freshman  class 
officers,  which  was  accepted 
unanimously  as  a statute  by  the 
council. 


The  important  change  would 
eliminate  the  major  fault  of  tem- 
porary freshman  elections.  Under 
the  setup  which  was  in  effect  this 
year,  students  were  first  intro- 
duced to  the  candidates  and  their 
qualifications,  and  then  voted  by 
a standing  vote  on  their  top  five 
choices. 

The  difficulty,  which  gave 
some  candidates  an  unfair  ad- 
vantage, was  due  to  the  large 
number  of  candidates.  Hurrying 
to  leave,  many  students  cast 
their  vote  for  the  candidates  who 
were  presented  early  in  the  as- 
sembly* 

Under  the  new  statute,  Execu- 
tive Council  will  choose,  by  in- 
terview or  examination  of  a list 
of  qualifications,  ten  candidates 
for  each  office.  The  five  tempo- 
rary officers  would  then  be  cho- 
sen in  an  orientation  assembly 
by  a standing  vote  of  the  class. 

Council  Reorganization 

Another  proposed  amendment 
to  reorganize  the  Legislative 
Council  was  discussed,  section  by 
section.  Dick  Oveson,  who  was 
chairman  of  the  committee  to 
study  changes  in  the  studentbody 
constitution,  presented  the  plan 
to  have  one  representative  cho- 
sen for  each  250  students  en* 
rolled  in  the  various  colleges. 

Other  members  would  be  the 
president  and  vice-president  of 
each  of  the  classes  and  one  rep- 
resentative from  the  graduate 
school.  The  studentbody  presi- 
dent, under  the  new  plan,  would 
act  as  chairman  of  the  group. 

One  section  was  tabled  until 
the  special  session  next  week, 
another  referred  to  committee, 
another  changed  and  the  last  not 
presented  for  vote. 

Other  amendments  dealing 
with  the  selection  of  editor  and 
business  manager  of  student  pub- 
lications were  printed  for  the 
coundl  members,  but  not  dis- 
cussed. A change  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  president’s  cabinet 
also  was  not  discussed.

World  Today  . . . 

Education  & Freedom  by  Arthur  Hardy 


With  the  belief  that  democracy 
can  flourish  only  among  an  en- 
lightened people,  the  American 
taxpayer  has  supported  popular 
education  in  this  country  as  no 
other  nation  in  history. . Presi- 
dents, politicians,  orators,  and 
statesmen  have  taught  that  free- 
dom and  justice  are  inseparable 
with  education  of  the  people. 

Today,  the  public  school’s  abil- 
ity to  educate  young  America  in 
American  democracy  is  not  taken 
for  granted  by  all. 

Recently,  the  New  York  City 
public  schools  have  been  accused 
of  “playing  into  the  communist’s 
hands.”  The  Daily  News  charged 
“Progressive  education,  a product 
of  left-wing  thinking  is  undermin- 
ing the  public  school  system  and 
playing  right  into  Communist 
hands.  Instead  of  bringing  out 
the  best  in  students,  progressive 
education  leads  to  a breakdown 
in  authority  with  an  accompany- 
ing disregard  for  American  tradi- 
tions and  institutions.” 

Linking  progressive  education 
with  Communism  brought  quick 
discussion  of  what  progressive  ed- 
ucation is.  The  gist  of  it  seemed 
to  be  that  progressive  education 
emphasizes  the  individual,  while 
traditional  does  not.  If  such  dis- 
tinction is  correct,  Plato,  in  370 
B.C.,  was  on  the  right  track.  He 
said,  “Do  not  train  boys  to  learn- 
ing by  force  and  harshness,  but

lead  them  by  what  amuses  them, 
so  that  they  may  better  discover 
the  bent  of  their  minds.” 

Should  school  children  be  fing- 
erprinted to  combat  juvenile  de- 
linquency? ’Such  a proposal  with 
its  overtones  of  the  criminal  has  y 
been  suggested  in  New  York,  al-. 
though  no  explanation  is  given  as 
to  how  it  would  be  effective.  A 
comment:  “Why  not  put  this  add- 
ed expense  to  Raying  the  teach- 
ers?”.. 

Senator  McCarthy  has  said,  “A 
single  red  agent  in  a university 
or  school  is  ten  times  as  danger- 
ous as  the  worst  red  agent  in  an 
atom  plant:” 

These  are  the  topics  which 
were  discussed  last  week  on  the  fi 
Internation  Forum,  a television 
panel  composed  of  three  Ameri- 
can- editors  of  college  newspapers  5 
and  one  foreign  student  studying  \ 
in  the  U.S.  It  is  significant  that 
the  foreign  student,  a girl  from 
the  Philippines,  gave  the  most 
sensible  answer  to  McCarthy.  She 
said,  “I  don’t  think  it  is  right 
to  fire  (a  fifth-amendment- com- 
munist) out  of  the  teaching  pro- 
fession. Anyway,  he  is  teaching  at 
the  college  levbl  and  they  know.  j 
It’s  up  to  the  students.  After  all, 
the  course  he  is  teaching  is  not 
even  related  to  communism.” 

Consequently,  if  “the  students 
know,”  the  public  schools  are  safe 
and  so  is  the  country.

President  Wilkinson  explained 
that  the  new  college  will  carry 
a heavy  load  of  service  courses. 
Technical  areas,  will  rely  upon  the 
departments  of  this  college  to 
supply  the.,  liberal  arts  back- 
ground necessary  for  . rounded 
education. 

Educate  Whole  Man 

“We  do  not  want  to  train  mere 
technicians,”  President  Wilkin- 
son said.  “We  must  teach  people 
how  to  live  as  well  as  how  to 
make  a living.  There  have  been 
too  many  scientists  in  our  nation 
who  did  not  understand  loyalty, 
and  technicians  who  did  not  un- 
derstand divine  principles.  With 
accent  on  this  area  as  well  as 
the  technical  areas,  we  hope  to 
educate  the  whole  man.” 

Dr.  Woodruff  said  he  looks  to 
his  new  position  as  a challenge  to 
bring  all  of  the  humanities  into 
meaningful  interrelationship,  not 
only  for  broad  and  fundamental 
education  of  all  students,  but  also 
to  help  each  field  investigate 
deeper  into  its  own  unknowns. 

Research  Director 
As  associate  director  of  the 
Army  project  on  human  re- 
sources, Dr.  Woodruff  has  super- 
vised 240  persons  in  intensive 
psychological  research  into  Army 
training  programs.  The  work  has 
included  such  studies  as  the  use 
of  television  for  training,  the  ef- 
fects of  fear  on  morale,  and  psy- 
chological backgorunds  of  various 
trainee  performances  and  prob- 
lems. 

Dr.  Woodruff  has  studied  at 
University  of  Utah,  Denver  Uni- 
versity, and  obtained  the  B.S.  de- 
gree at  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity in  1936,  the  M.S.  degree  in 
1937  at  BYU  in  educational  ad- 
ministration, and  the  Ph.D.  de- 
gree in  1941  at  University  of 
Chicago  in  educational  psychol- 
ogy. 

From  1935  to  1939,  he  was  prin- 
cipal of  LDS  seminaries  at  Es- 
calante, Fillmore,  and  Price,  and 
director  of  the  LDS  Institute  at 
Ogden,  19L1-42.  He  was  a pro- 
fessor of  psychology  at  Cornell 
University  from  1942  to  1949,  and 
has  taught  also  at  Utah  State 
Agricultural  College  and  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois. 

Textbook  Author 
He  is  the  author  of  two  texts, 
“The  Psychology  of  Teaching,” 
and  “A  Study  of  the  Directive 
Factors  in  Individual  Behavior,” 
and  has  written  dozens  of  articles 
for  technical  journals.
